Today's session opened with brighter 


prospects for the prisoner as M. Ue- 
mange evidently had come primed with 
questions for Gen. Roget, who resumed 
his deposition in dealing with the facts 
of Esterhazy's letters from Mile,Pays.

He admitted Esterhazy was a gambler 
and an immoral character, but was the 
victim of an abominable persecution. 
He said while Dreyfus was intelligent 
and industrious he was far too inquisi- 
tive in matters that did not concern 
him to be of detriment to himself in 
his-proper duties. The witness' refer-' 
ences to Esterhazy caused laughter in 
court which irritated him. Already he 
was nervous under the searching ex- 
amination of counsel. 


Talk* Back to Hostel 


Turning to Dreyfus, General Roget 


cried in a loud voice: "Very well, if I 
was accused of treason which I had not 
committed I should find arguments 
with which to defend myself. 
"Why 


dees he deny even the most obvipus 
things'." 


Dreyfus arose and emphatically de- 


nied point blank some of the general's 
evidence. He said he never traced any 
map of the plan of concentration 
and 


mobilization, nor had he knowledge of 
the details of these movements nor of 
the plan of distribution of the various 
units throughout the departments. 


"Let us," said Dreyfus, "understand 


one another in regard to what is meant. 
I assert T did not know in. its de- 
tails the plan of concentration. 


Found a Flaw 


In regard to the circumstances dwelt 


upon before yesterdya there was no- 
thing precise in what Roget further 
said. It was nothing but argument. 
The audience gave vent to its express- 
ions of assent and dissent. The next 
w'tness wasM Bertullus, the examining 
magistrate. He declared Major Ravary 
asked his assistance in examining the 
secret dossier at the Cherche Midi pris- 
on. After learning of its contents he 
said tio Ravary there was a flaw in the 
dossier which would occasion the col- 
lapse of the whole case. It must be 
proved the petit bleu was forgery of 
Picquart's. As long as this was not 
proven the case would not hold." 


Another Forgery »I»covcrcd 


Paris, Aug. 17—A special edition/ of 


Figaro exposes another alleged forgery 
in the Dreyfus case by publishing the 
following telegram from Ems: 


"The letter of November 30, 1897, at- 


tributed to me and reproduced in Fi- 
garo August 16, 1899, ia a forgery. 
Signed, Schneider." 


The letter referred to was one from 


Schneider, the Austrian military at- 
tache at Paris, ia which he was alleged 
to have said Schwartzkoppen and Pan- 
izzardi, the Germam and Italian at- 
taches, were trying to make out it was 
not Dreyfus who had given them .the 
information, adding he had no belief 
in, thes protestations. M. Cavaignac, 
former minister of war, in hisi testi- 
mony yesterday, made a great point of 
this. 


Think It Win Be '-Guilty" 


London, Aug. 17 —The correspondents 


of the London papers at Rennes'are al- 
most unanimous in taking, a gloomy 
view of the prospects for Dreyfus. They 
seem, to believe he is likely to be found 
guilty. One says unless Germany re- 
veals the real traitor it will be the same 
verdict as before. 


A Be view ofVcntcrdny 


Rennes, Aug. 17.--The general impres- 


sion left 'by yesterday's cpurt-martial 
proceedings is unfavorable, owing to the 
absence of such croas-exammatlons as 
M. Labori would have submitted M.

ditional transports be chartered. They 
are the Pueblo, Belgian. King, Columbia 
and Charles Nelson. These four ships 
have a capacity of 2550 men. It is ex- 
pected that all of them will be ready to 
sail for Manila by Sept. 10. It is secre- 
tary Root's desire.that the entire body 
of reinforcements for General Otis' army 
may reach the Philippines 'for service 
during October at the-latest. It is now 
believed that all of-the 18 regiments will 
have landed at Manila by the time the 
dry season opens. A shprt and suc.- 
cessful campaign by this new army 
would obviate the necessity for sending 
any additional volunteers to the Philip- 
pines. 


Rice iiAay Be Promoted. 


Platts'burg, N. Y.,- Affg. 17:—It is prob- 


able that one of the five new regiments 
to be raised under Secretary Root's re- 
cent order will be recruited at Platts- 
burg barracks. According to semi- 
official authority, one of the regiments 
will be raised in New England, and the 
recruits will be sent here to be organized 
and made ready for service. This regi- 
ment, with the Twenty-sixth regiment 
already here, will tien' form a sort of 
New England brigade. Colonel Rio>, it 
is said, may be assigned to the command 
of this brigade. ' Lieutenant Colonnl 
Duvall is mentioned as 'his successor as 
colonel of the Twenty^sixth regiment 
in case Colonel Rice'ts made a brigadier 
general.

SERIES OF BRUTAL ASSAULTS. 


Five White Women o! Little Rock the Victims. 


Fears of Lynching. 


Little Rock, Aug. 17.—Five brutal as- 


laults by negro men on white women 
have occurred in Little Rock in the past 
24 houis. The victims of the assaults 
are all highly respected white women 
of this city. They are Mrs. Belle Aiken, 
Mrs. 
Milton Young, Mrs. 
Kennedy, 


Emma Long-coy and a young woman 
whose name is withheld. 


All the assaults occurred in the sut- 


urbs.~ The first was that on Mrs. Aiken. 
She was passing by Twenty-first and 
High streets when the negro seized her 
and dragged her to the woods. She re- 
sisted and cried for help. A passerby 
frightened the negro away after he had 
severely beaten his victim. 


A few blocks from the scene of the 


first crime Mrs. Young was assaulted in 
about the same manner. The negro 
knocked her down with such force that a 
rib was broke.n,_eauEing serious internal 
injuries. He (,-hoked and beat her about 
the head "ind" on the side. The negro 
finally seized her purse and fled. Mrs. 
Young is in a precarious condition. Her 
clothing was torn almost entirely off in 
the struggle. 


An hour later Mrs. Kennedy was at- 


tacked at her home near West End park. 
She was knocked down, beaten and 
choked. Her child ran for assistance 
and the negro fled. Mrs, Kennedy's in- 
juries are very painful. 


Emma Lor.gcoy, 11 years old, was at- 


tacked and beaten by a negro half a 
dozen blocks from West End park. 


The fifth assault occurred on a well- 


known young woman at Twentieth and 
Cross streets. She was knocked down 
and badly beaten. 


Governor Jones has offered a reward 


of S100 each for the arrest and convictiop 
of the guilty parties. 


Four negroes have been arrested as 


suspects and lodged in jail. They each 
answer the description given by some 
of the victims. They are Ed Wright, 
Joe Gardner, Will Morgan and James 
Randle. Wright has been positively 
identified by Mrs. Kennedy as the man 
who assaulted her. As soon as dark- 
ness fell men bftgan hocking toward the 
jail, and by 10 o'clock 2000 were on the 
streets. About 11:30 o'clock1 an attempt 
was made to storm the jail. The leader

Are Thoroughly Enjoying Trips to 


Famous Suburbs of the Hub, 


fom Butler Wins Third-Mile 
Professional Ceampionship. 


Five Men Finished In a Bunch In Quarter-Mile 


* Championship For Amateurs. 


Boston, Aug. IT.—Weather gods anct 


wheelmen hav« dwelt in the most com- 
plete harmony thus far In the 20th an- 
nual meet of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and while storm signals have 
been displayed at the*"Iocal weather bu- 
reau, tornadoes predicted from trie 
signal -service towers in Washington, 
the visiting: and local members of tha 
great 
organization 
have 
enjoyed 


thoroughly delightful trips in Boston 
and suburbs. 
There were runs yester- 


day to many important and historical 
points, and the city entertained the vis- 
itors with a band concert and fireworks 
on the common last evening. Bicyclists 
are in evidence everywhere throughout 
the city and suburbs. 


The racing program, which is an im- 


portant part of the meet, began at the 
Charles River park. Two events were of 
great interest, the one-third mile na- 
tional championship for professionals 
and the quarter-mile national champion- 
ship for amateurs. The former went to 
Tom Butler by a few inches over Major 
Taylor in a sensational finish. The 
amateur event was captured apparently 
by E. W. Peabody of Chicago, with Al- 
bert Tallandier of Paris second and Les- 
ter Wilson of Pittsburg third. Five 
riders had finished in a bunch, and it was 
immediately,claimed that Ben Goodson 
of Australia had crowded the others on 
the home stretch* After appeal to the 
referee it was announced that the final 
was a dead heat between Peabody and 
Tallandier, and it will be ridden again. 


The racing conditions were excellent, 


but the attendance was small, Eddie 
McDuffee started behind motor pace for 
a five-mile exhibition, but quit at three 
miles. Several other events, of local in- 
terest chiefly, combined to give a fairly 
good program. The Associated Cycling 
clubs of this vicinity Is conducting the 
racing. 


The two national events furnished the 


only excitement of the afternoon. In 
each the contestants represented wheel- 
men from all over the globe, but the 
foreign professionals were not the equal 
of the New Englanders. 


In the one-'third mile professional the 


field was put into four heats, and those 
qualifying went into the semi-finals. 
In the first heat Major Taylor had an 
easy win; time, 49 seconds. In the sec- 
ond heat Tom Butler, by taking the lead, 
thought he had a good thing, but Mc- 
Carthy of St. Louis beat him at the tape; 
time, 44 3-5 seco.n^s. In the third heat 
Nat Butler was expected to win, but 
after leading ihe -'bunch all the way 
Hammer of Philadelphia won; time, 44 
seconds. The fourth heat went to Frank 
Butler easily in 44 3-5 seconds. 


The semi-finals were made interesting 


by a Butler in ^ach. In the first one 
Frank Butler and-Major Taylor loafed 
In the rear, watching each other. Then 
McCarthy shot'.out and stirred up the. 
rest. It was a great finish, Taylor get- 
ting the heat by half a length, Butler 
second and McCarthy third; time, 46 
seconds. In the other semi-final Frank 
Butler pedalled for dear life all the time 
and won in 44 2-5 seconds, with Hammer 
second and McLeod third. 


The prettiest fight was in the finals 


with two Butlers'.against Taylor. AUthe 
pistol Frank Bntler shot ahead, draw- 
ing McCarthy and McLeod after him, 
leaving Taylor watching Tom Butler. 
Hather than risk the result, Taylor, at 
half the distance, spurted. He caught 
the leaders in the stretch, but Tom was 
•with him and the finish was at a terrific 
clip, the major losing by a few inches. 
Frank Butler brought up the rear. 


The quarter-mfle amateur champion- 


ship had enough entries to keep every- 
'body guessing. Moran of Chelsea, who 
has been doing great work, finished third 
in the first heat, but couldn't qualify in 
the semi-finals." 


The two-mile multicycle handicap was 


an easy affair for Poutch and Wilson of 
Louisville, the limit men. Their handi- 
cap was not reduced during the first 
mile and then other machines slackened 
up to making good running for second 
and third places. This brought Taylor 
and Casey against two Butler boys, and 
the last half mile was a warm one. Tay- 
lor's machine won out for second place,

I do not wish to speak of the atrocious 
suffering, which, for five years, I, a 
Frenchman and an innocent man, suf- 
fered on the lie du Diable." 


M. Demange here asked that the of- 


"cial report of the treatment of Drey- 
fus on the lie du Diable, which was pub- 
lished in the 
newspapers last week, 


should be read. The clerk of the court 
did so, and, in a sympathetic tone, re- 
counted the harrowing tale of Dreyfus' 
mental an4 physical sufferings and in- 
human treatment on the island. 


Dreyfus at first watched the faces of 


the judges with his usual composure, 
but gradually, as the story proceeded, 
and incidents of his awful existence 
were brought up before him, his eyes 
grew dim and tears glistened in his 
eyes. Then they slowly trickled down 
his cheeks. Dreyfus could stand it no 
longer, and ,for the flrai time during his 
trial gave way to his emotions and si- 
lently wept. 


The faces of the audience expressed 


sj-mpathy with the prisoner's emotion, 
and even the captain of the gendarmes 
sitting beside Dreyfus turned and gava 
him a look of concealed compassion. 


Gen. Mercier, who, with M. Lebon, 


was seated in the front row of the wit- 
nesses' seats, listened to the reading of 
the report unmoved, while Col. Jouaust 
followed it with an air of bored toler- 
ance. 


M. Lebon afterward returned to the 


stand and added a few more words in 
justification of his conduct, and then 
Col. Jouaust ordered the next witness 
to be brought in. 


All eyes were turned toward the door 


on the right of tne stage, and, a mo- 
ment later, the form of a woman, dress- 
ed in deep mourning, appeared in the 
doorway, and, accompanied by a non- 
commissioned officer, advanced) to the 
platform. 


It 'was the widow of Col. Henry, the 


French officer who committed suicide 
in prison after confessing to forging cer- 
tain documents in the case. With pale 
face and hand upraised, before the cru- 
cifix, stoe took the oath to tell the truth.

The most interesting part of his tes- 
timony was his attack upon Colonel Pic- 
quart, which will undoubtedly lead to 
the confrontation of the two men. 


He treated Dreyfus without mercy, 


both in words and attitude. 
In fact 


it seemed at times as though he would 
provoke the prisoner into striking him. 
The general's manner was most passion- 
ate. 
In his outburst at the end of his 


testimony he uttered the most ruthless 
attack, with the air of one delivering 
a pleasant Sunday school address, lean- 
ing over the front of the witness rail, 
sipping from a glass of water, wiping" his 
lips and mopping his brow with perfect 
self-satisfaction. 
But again and again 


he would half turn in his chair, and 
pointing his finger at Dreyfus would 
repeat sotne cruel accusation, at the 
game time fixing his eyes on the accused 
man, his body inclined forward like that 
of a cobra awaiting- the moment to 
strike. 


Dreyfus, however, steadily returned 


his gaze, sometimes throwing a glance 
at the president of the court, as though 
appealing- for permission to reply. Once, 
when General Roget had flung one of 
these darts, he stopped and deliberately 
paused. 
One could see the fire in Drey- 


fus' eyes, and in his tightly-clenched 
Jaws could be divined the struggle that 
was eoinsr on within him. The captain 
ot gendarmes, seated Deside ajreyrus, 
watched him closely. 


The seconds passed like hours, and the 


spectators held their breaths. General 
Rogat seemed purposely to prolong the 
silence in order to make a deeper im- 
pression. 
It was a perilous moment. 


But Dreyfus won the battle over his pas- 
sions, and when Roget's voice was at 
length heard again everybody knew the 
danger was past, and a deep-drawn 
Bigh of relief came from the audience. 


Colonel Jouaust then addressed thp 


prisoner, asking him if he had anything 
to say in reply to General Roget. Drey- 
fus replied: 


"No, 
my colonel. It is frightful that. 


day after day, for hours, I should thus 
have my heart, my soul and my very 
entrails torn out without being per- 
mitted to reply- It is a terrible torture 
to impose upon an innocent and loya' 
soldier. 
It is a frightful thing, fright- 


ful, frightful.' 


This outburst caused a great sensa- 


tion. 
The audience, profoundly stirred, 


began to applaud, but the applause was 
quickly suppressed. 
Colonel Jouaus; 


pointed out to Dreyfus that the court 
had given him an opportunity to speai 
at the end of every deposition. 


The court then adjourned. 
As th<- 


prisoner passed out in front of the seaf- 
assigned to the representatives of the 
press, his face was pale, but animated 
He seemed to be in a state of great 
nervous excitement, and in a furiou 
temper.

Commander L.eary's Grit. 


But an incident which best illustrates 


Commander Leary's grit and determi- 
nation, and which deserves to live in 
song and story, occurred in the wa- 
ters near Apia on November 15, 1SSS. 
Strained relations came to a crisis 
then, and war between the United 
States and Germany seemed inevitable. 


On the clay previous, a message came 


from Mataafa to inform Captain Leary 
that the Germans had threatened to at, 
tack Mataafa In his stronghold on the 
morrow. Both Ma.taafa a.nd Tamasee 
had intrenched themselves, in fortified 
places, about seven, miles from Apia, 
upon la.ncl under American protection. 
Mataafa asked for advice, and Com- 
mander Leary told him through the 
messenger to stand his ground, that he 
would not allow the German to make 
an attack upon property under his pro- 
tection. 


According to the German program, 


the 
Adler_ was 
to 
bombard 
at 


'dawn. Captain Leary quietly prepared 
to foil the plan, at the same time keep- 
his counsel. By using- some hard coal 
ho had abroad he was able to get up 
steam without the- toll-tale smoke that 
would have warned the Germans of his 
actions. Then he muffled his anchor 
chains with native mats, and at four in 
the morning all hands were quietly 
called to quarters. At daybreak the 
anchors of the Adler were hauled up, 
and with full steam on the vessel made 
for the open sea. -Noislcssly came up 
the Yankee's anchors, and to the 
amazement of the Adler, the Adams 
was close upon her heels. The German 
had to turn to get out of the. harbor, 
and by the time she reached the en- 
trance the two ships were close to- 
gether. Again the German turned, and 
then headed toward the fort that was 
in be bombarded. Commander Leary 
ran his ship between, the German and 
the shore, and when about three: hun- 
dred yards from the Adler gave the 
order: 


"Clear for actioni!" 
At once the dpcks were rloarr-d and 


the guns were trained 
The Gorman 


followed 
suit, and 
the 
two ships 


steamed along the coast ready for the 
fray. 


A shot from pithrr vessel meant war 


between the two countries. When op- 
posite the native forts, the Adler came 
to anchor, anrl the Adams anchored be- 
tween the German and the shore. So 
close were the vessels that no guns 
could be fired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the A-lams. 
Then Commander Leary sent this note 
to the German commander: 


"I have the honor to inform you that, 


having 
received 
informa'ioi 
that 


American property in the Latoga vj. 
cinity of Laulii, LoLoanuu, and Solo- 
Solo is liable to be :nvadftd tins day, I 
am hero for the purpose of protecting 
the same." 


For hours the men stood at their 


guns, but no shot came from ths Ger- 
mans. He was ready to war upon the 
Samoans, but war with the United 
States was another matter. 


At length the German started on a 


crulBc along the coast, but he could 


not shake off the persistent Yankee. 
Finally he renounced Tiis designs and 
returned to his anchorage in Apia bay. 
To her anchorage came also the Adams, 
and Commander Leary hai won iho 
game. —H. C. Walsh in Amslee's for 
July.

The Piano of the Future. 


No more hammers in pianos. The old 


fashioned method of pounding music- 
out of wires by "the aid of a wonderfully 
complicated system of levers and keys, 
which all the world thought to be the 
ultimate perfection for the production 
of that sort of tone, has been branded as 
a back number. 


Dr. Richard Eisemanh bf Berlin, for 


years a pupil of Professor Von Helm- 
holtz, has patented a system which does 
away with the Isvers entirely. He calls 
this new appliance the electrophonio 
piano, its distinctive principle consist- 
ing in the fact that the vibrations of 
the chords are not produced by ham- 
mers, but by an electric current and by 
means of microphones acting as inter- 
rupters of currents. 


All the delicate and complex mechan- 


ism of the old piano is done away with. 
The little electric devices are arranged 
on the crosspiece extending over the 
strings. Upon this electric magnets are 
placed so as to be only a hair's breadth 
from the strings. 


Pressing down the key sends the elec- 


tric current into the corresponding elec- 
tromagnet. 
This attracts the metallic 


string below, but the microphone inter- 
rupts the current and therewith the at- 
traction. The string returns' to Its for- 
mer place, and this continued attraction 
and interruption of the current'are carj 
ried on, the number of vibrations being 
regulated by the pitch of the string. 


The high sounds produced by this 


method have a decided harp tone, and 
the lower and middle registers suggest 
the 'cello or the organ. Jn reality, the 
installation of this new system creates 
a new instrument, so different are the 
qualities of sound; produced- by the new 
method and the old.—^few York Jour- 
nal.

Tier Are Flo«t»» to Destroy the 


tittle Instrument That They Be- 
tiered Wmi Operated by tke Devil. 
Tbe Japanese Also Order American 
Electric Fan*. 


1 The American electric fan is destined 
to supplant the Hindoo "punka," and 
thousands of members of the Punka 
Workers' Amalgamated Union of India 
are greatly concerned over the pros- 
pects, says the New York Journal. 


A "punka" is a fan hung from a cell- 


ing and operated by hand. A very 
large proportion of the population of 
Hindustan spends Its life wabbling 
"punkas" at so much per hour. These 
people now see themselves about to 
lose their employment. 


The rajah of Koti, who does not live 


in India, but on the east coast of 
Borneo, has started the movement to 
do away with the "punka," ana the 
news of his progresslveness has spread 
all over Asia, and what he has doce 
will' be done by others. 
This ruler 


received lately a catalogue from an 
American firm showing the.operation 
of the electric fan by motors. lie 
wrote to the firm for further partic- 
ulars. In reply they sent him a small 
electric fan as a sample. This he put 
on one of the arm rests of his throne 
and started it going. The breeze was 
delicious, and the rajah was so pleased 
with his new toy that he gave a_fosti- 
val on the spot, which was participated 
in by all his subjects. Free food and 
drink were distributed to all present. 


The only persons in the rajah's dis- 


trict who were not pleased with the 
fan were the "punka" workers. They 
sat up all night hatching conspiracies 
to reduce to a position of ill favor the 
little circular "punka" that they be- 
lieved was operated by the devil. 
It 


is said that they covered toe blades 
with a mixture" of ink and mucilage, 
and that the next time the rajah used 
It he received a sticky shower bath. 


As ink was the color of his skin, 


however, the rajah did not mind a bit. 
Instead of getting up and smashing 
the fan with his scimitar, as the "pun- 
ka" workers thought he would, he 
laughed heartily at what he thought 
was a practical joke played on him by 
the little "punka" Imp.

As he has a very' large visiting list, 
this means another good ordsr for the 
United States. 


A consignment of electric, fans that 


were once shipped to Rangoon were 
destroyed by the native "punka" men. 
They were also in the habit of loosen- 
ing the fans, so that when they were 
started they would fly off and hit a 
mabob or two on the nose. In spite of 
all they could do, however, the fans re- 
tain their popularity, and the people 
of Rangoon have ordered another ship- 
ment. The Rangoon Times, of Bur- 
mah has sent to the United States for 
nine motors with which to print the 
paper. 


The Japanese have also learned of 


the convenience of our fans and have 
just ordered 500 of them at a cost of 
$12,000. Most of them will be put up 
at the Imperial Steel works at Moji- 
havor. The Japanese are not super- 
stitious enough to think tbat the fans 
are worked by a little devil in the mo- 
tor who turns the wheels. It is said 
that when they got hold of one they 
Immediately took it to pieces and be- 
gan making one 1'bc it. 


German manufacturers have stolen 


all the ideas involved in our electric 
fans and are manufacturing them and 
sending them around In the east, bear- 
ing American trademarks. By putting 
inferior material in the fans they .are 
aole to slightly undersell Americans. 
But their products last only about one- 
half the time that ours do.

German drummers have poor goods 
and they avoid them, so the German 
firms have taken to dressing up' their 
men so that they think they look like 
Yankee commercial travelers. It is 
said that some of the "make ups" are 
very funny.

If 
Jones hasn't happened to seo Smith for 
some time, he immediately asks the 
first man of his company that he comes 
across where Smith is. If that man can't 
tell, the inquiries go on, and so a man 
can't be missing for very long without 
his comrades knowing it. Thcu it is an 
easy matter to trace Smith to the last 
task he was ordered to do, and as a rule 
he'is battled safely out of danger. From 
constant usage the system has become 
almost perfect, and the cool courage 
that it has developed has made the de- 
partment one of the finest in the world. 
The men will risk everythinp and go 
against the most tremendous odda to 
save a comrade.—New York Sun.

Early 
morning excursion trains came from 
all parts of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. Massachusetts also sent 
train loads. It is estimated that 20,000 
people were in town at 3 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon, Aug. 13. On Saturday 
night, Aug. 12, Dr. Simpson, with his 
assistants, held a long vigil of prayer, 
asking that their efforts to break all 
previous records at money collecting 
be successful. At 5 o'clock the next 
morning the first service of the day 
was held. There was an unusually 
large crowd present for a meeting be- 
fore daybreak.

Six more heaping baskets 
were nearly rilled, and the meetings 
were closed until 5 o'clock. The at- 
tendance fell off noticeably, at that 
hour. The excursion trains liaa com- 
menced to take the visitors home, 
while others went to their hotels to 
seek rest. Sunday evening, Aug. 13, 
another service was held and another 
collection was taken. 


A man who is Interested personally 


with Dr. Simpson was asked how 
much had been collected. He would 
express no opinion until he had con- 
sulted his chief. Dr. Simpson said 
that he had decided not to give out 
any figures. "But," he added, "the 
collection was quite large; in fact, I 
think It is far ahead of any previous 
year." At 9 o'clock it was said that 
the amount would reach $120,900.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 


Not Improved by the Use of Gold or Silver 


.. ; In the Bell Metal. 


•There is a general belief that the in- 


troduction of silver or gold in the cast- 
ing of a bell assures for it a superior 
tone, but an expert in founding bells 
Bays that such a belief is erroneous. He 
says that the best tone effect in bell 
metal is confined within very narrow 
limits, for any so called bell metal hav- 
ing more than 80 parts copper to 21 
parts tin is too soft to produce the bes 
quality of tone, while that having more 
tin than 23 parts" ill the'100 is ranch 
too brittle. There are bells in Europe 
whose clear tones were for many years 
credited to gold and silver that were 
supposed to have been added to the bell 
metal. An analysis was made not long 
ago of the metal in one of these bells, 
and it failed to show any trace of gold 
or silver. The old German bell found- 
ers used to make their belle of 80 parts 
copper to 30 parts tin. In the opinion 
of this expert the strongest and best 
toned hell is obtained from 79 parts 
copper and 21 parts tin. 


"After the bell is 'drawn,' " says the. 


expert, **twG sweeps are made and ad- 
justed -to-an upright spindle in the cen- 
ter of an iron ease or flask, the flask 
having perforations all over it. Over 
the surface of the'flSsk is coated, wet, 
a layer of loam of equal and suitable 
thickness and baked. Then another lay- 
er is coated-on and -baked, and so on, 
layer after layer, until the proper shape, 
etc., are'secured. There are two such iron 
molding cases, one fitting over the oth- 
er. The under one.has the loam coating 
on its outer side, which has the inner 
shape of the proposed bell. The npper 
iron molding case or flask has the loam 
on its inner surface, forming the out- 
aide shape of the bell.- This is let down 
over the under mold and carefully ad- 
justed equally all 'around, leaving a 
space inside betwoefi the two molds. 
The under flask is called the core. The 
npper or outer one is called the case. The 
space is filled up by the molten bell 
metal, which, when cooled, is the bell. 


"When the" bell is taken out of the 


molds it is polished, and then the 
hangings, tongue (or clapper), etc., 
fitted to the bell, and it receives a se- 
vere ringing test, partly to ascertain its 
tone and resonant quality and to observe 
its mechanical excellence and adjust- 
ment. Then, if it appears to be good in 
all points, itis shipped to thepin-chaser. 
The making and shipping of & bell usu- 
ally require from 10'to 15 days in the 
smaller sizes. The larger sizes—i. e., 
from 1,500 pounds and heavier—require 
more time. A peal of three or more 
bells requires from 40 to 90 days' time, 
while a chime of nine or more bells re- 
quires from three to six months. 


"Any foundry can, of course, readily 


make and select n.ine or ten bells in 
tnne for a chime, bnt tune is one tbipg, 
tone is another. "—.Church Economist

Allowed 


The school committee met last eve- 


ning and opened bids fof the grading of 
the new school site in ward 3. There 
were six bidders, and the contract was 
awarded to the lowest, John Marsh of 
this city, whose bid was $363.53.

committee from the new laborers' union 
waited upon the commtttee and asked 
that a clause calling for all home labor 
be inserted in the contract, but the 
school committee told them that this 
would be impossible as the contract 
called for the work to be done at a 
definite sum without any qualifications.

PLAINTIFF'S CASE STRENGTHENED 


More Important Testimony in L. L 


Brown Case by A. B. Daniels 


It was another important day yester- 


day in the L. Li. Brown hearing, and 
the case of the'plaintiffs was strength- 
ened stil^ further by, the convincing 
testimoiflr'tof Treasurer A. B. Daniels. 
The witness was interrogated in re- 
gard to the checks paid by the com- 
pany but which • had 
not 
been re- 


corded on the books until they had been 
returned 
from the bank. He stated 


that these checks aggregated in value 
no less than $2, 842,263. 


The witness stated that all dealings 


with the First National bank of Ad- 
ams were placed under the head of 
cash. There was no year, he said, but 
that the sales were sufficient to pay all 
legitimate expenses. This was brought 
out to offset the statement of the de- 
fendant that the company had been 
using Mr. Brown's-^credit for its own 
aggrandizement. 
Mr. Daniels said that 


a large number of'the notes of the 
American 
Zylonite companies 
were 


paid by the Brown company at the 
Adams National bank; although oh the 
face they should have been paid at 
some other institution. He computed 
that the interest on overdrafts on ac- 
count of these notes amounted to no 
less than $1400. From \fanuary to July. 
1883. 
the 
Brown 
company furnished 


some $23,000 to meet expenditures in- 
curred, it is alleged, by the president. 


Lieutenant Governor Crane broueht 


forward abo'ut $90.000 to take up noi«"« 
aggregating that amount, and he paid 
$15,000 of special interest on them. The 
company paid $15,000 of personal notes 
of Mr.'Brown after the failure in 1891. 
The witness furthermore said that af- 
ter the crash it was^-found there were 
outstanding notes of $75,000, of which 
the company had no knowledge, but 
which were settled by the Brown cor- 
poration in 1893. Mr. Laniels will be on 
the stand again today. 


OUGHT TO REMOVE FENCE 


Suggestion for Improvement of Library 


Grounds and Monument Square 


The local correspondent in the Sun- 


day Republican recently made the fol- 
lowing timely .suggestion: . 


"The public library building is a 


source of much; pride to .the people of 
the Pity, all of whom know where it is 
and what it (B, but apparently there is 
some indifference as to whether stran- 
gers know anything about it or not. 
There is not a sigp of any kind to de- 
note the character of the building, and 
the yard is still inclosed by the strong 
iron fence erected by the former owner, 
who designed and. occupied the prem- 
ises as a residence. 


"So long as it was a residence the 


fence was all right, if the owner de- 
siied it, though dooijaid fences are 
rather out of date in this age, and it 
was not necessary to. label the house. 
It may not be necessary now. as stran- 
gers have in many instances demon- 
strated uiai. iiy niyuicjr' it iti possible to 
ascertain the character of the institu- 
tion, but as It is one which is open to 
those from afar who happen to be with- 
in the city gat-es, it has occurred to 
some that a modest sign would be in 
order, e\en if the appearance of private 
ownership is to be kept- up by the main- 
tenance of the forbidding iron fence. 
There are those who contend that if 
the fence were removed the lawn would 
be ruined by trespassers, but such is 
not the case with other lawns in the 
city, several of which are as large and 
handsome as that in front of the 
library. 


"The removal of the fence would add 


much to the appearance of Monument 
square and also to the building and lot 
now that it is public property, but if 
this is not to be done signs shoulrl cer- 
tainly ^be put, up on the Churcn and 
Main street aides of the building, that 
strangers might know, without being 
told, that there is in the city such an 
institution as a free public library and 
reading-room."
